The members of the foreign relations 


committee called at the White House 
yesterday morning. The president asked 
them if it would not be possible to keep 
congress patient a week longer, so that 
he might have ample time to prepare an 
elaborate message. H« was told that 
this was impossible, but that it might %e 
possible to restrain congress until Wed- 
nesday or Thursday. They went to the 
capitol and informed their colleagues of 
what they had said. The proposition 
•was not favorably received, and the 
Chairman of the committee was re- 
quested to go back and tell the president 
that it would not do to delay beyond 
Monday, and that unless a 
message 


were received by that time congress 
vould surely take the matter into its 
own hands. 


It was evident that President McKin- 


ley was indulging what seemed like a 
forlorn hope in thinking that he could 
induce these men to give him the time 
necessary to arrange a peaceful settle- 
ment. 


"If I had 30 days," he is quoted aa 


having said, "I feel that I could make 
an honorable and peaceful conclusion of 
the whole matter." 


But three days are all that the presi- 


dent has now, and it certainly seems un- 
likely thdt he can get any more on what 
is really an expectation that cannot be 
put into very tangible shape. He is 
known to haxre received confidential In- 
formation, 
unofficially,

which indicates to his mind that General 
Gomez and the other leaders of the in- 
surgents in the field; who are the real 
Cuban leaders, rather than the men rep- 
resenting them in Washington and New 
fork, do not desire armed intervention 
by the United States, much less a declar- 
ation of war against Spain, nor even Im- 
mediately a recognition of the indepen- 
dence of Cuba, although they will be 
ready for that shortly. 


It is difficult to get at the explanation 


of this fact, as the president's informa- 
tion on this point is zealously guarded,

Training- Animal* For tJtfcn* Tries*. 
There is never a time in the life of an 


animal trainer when he is absolutely safe, 
but> these men learn to forget their daa- 


( ger, for it becomes as much a part of their 


daily lives as eating or sleeping. Take the 
case of an elephant man, for instance. 
One swing of that huge trunk, one thrust 
of the big tusk or one misstep of the pon- 
derous foot would send him to his death. 
There is always within reach the power to 
bill him, and often the desire, but be keeps 
bis elephants afraid of him all the time, 
and they dare not do what they might 
like. 


Perhaps the roost Interesting trained 


performers, because of the apparent dan- 
ger that surrounds them, are the lions, 
tigers and leopards. One trainer used to 
go into a steel barred cage with lions, 
tigers and leopards and make them form 
pyramids. He would lie down on them 
and take all kinds of liberties with the 
dangerous creatures.

The tigers are the worst of 
the whole lot too. One never knows when 
they will get over their fete and spring at 
the keeper from behind.— Harpers Bound 
Table.

Continental Powers Not Pre- 


pared to Quarrel With Us. 


SPAIN 
SEEKS ALLIES IN VAIN. 


Walter Wellman Interviews a European 


Embassador, Who Gives an Illuminating 
View of the Situation In Its Interna- 
tional Acpecti—Prospect of Mediation. 


WASHINGTON, April 
2. — [Special.]— 


There is much talk--about foreign inter- 
vention between Spain and the United 
States, and also about mediation. The lat- 
ter is quite likely if hostilities should go 
on for a few weeks, but the former is so 
improbable that it need scarcely be con- 
sidered. I had a talk the other day with 
one of the most important diplomatists in 
this capital. He is an embassadorand the 
representative of one of the greatest Euro- 
pean powers. He plainly said to me that 
there was no danger of any European in- 
tervention in Spain's behalf. England 
was natnrally with the United States, but 
the continental powers had a natural sym- 
pathy with Spain. But they would not 
interfere, for the simple reason that any 
one of them values the friendship of the 
United States much more—vastly more— 
than that of Spain. At Madrid they have 
sought allies in vain. Every power in 
Europe would be glad'to make an ally of 
the United States. 


Mediation. 


Mediation is another thing. It is noun- 


usual thing for governments to off or medi- 
ation after hostilities have continued for 
some time. But an offer of mediation 
means nothing unless both of the com- 
batants are willing to accept it. If they 
are not willing, they say so, and the war 
goes on as before. If they are willing, 
they accept, and if it can be arranged an 
armistice is declared and negotiations for 
peace are entered upon. If there should 
be a month's hostilities between Spain and 
the United States, it may be expected such 
an offer of mediation will be made and 
accepted. By that time Spain will doubt- 
less be pretty well whipped. There will 
be nothing for the United States to gain 
by carrying the war any further, and 
Spain could only increase her losses. 


As master of the military situation the 


United States would also be master of the 
diplomatic situation when negotiations 
were entered upon, as it is a well settled 
rule that to the victor belongs a realiza- 
tion of all the advantages his military 
prowess may have gained for him. 
For 


these reasons the best opinion here, both 
in government and diplomatic circles, is 
'that there is no probability of a long war 
between Spain and the United States. 
Many would be surprised if it continued 
more than a couple of months, and some 
.would look to see it brought to an end by 
mediation and negotiation in half that 
time. 


Nevertheless rumors of threatened Euro- 


pean intervention continued to be circu- 
lated. 
Members of the diplomatic corps 


here are tired denying these stories. 
The 


consensus of opinion of among them is di- 
rectly opposite to the expressions that are 
industriously cabled to this country from 
Europe. It is instanced that remarks have 
been attributed to the German emperor, 
which he has taken tbo pains personally 
to deny. AH the official German papers 
have printed detailed statements to the 
contrary. The German-American press has 
followed suit. Embassador 'White has dis- 
credited the rumor, but it is persistently 
put forth and seems now only to be on Hi 
first rounds. 


Opinions of the Diplomat*. 


The follovdnff is about the composite 


or toe uiptoma'iio corps, here gath- 


ered from the most authoritative sourcMi 


None of tha European nations propowe 


to intervene. The United States must set- 
tle the matter in its own way. There are 
too many complications to permit of med- 
dling. These are: First, it would bo a very 
foolish thing for any self respecting na- 
tion to interject it* opinion between the 
United States and Spain in the settlement 
of the dispute concerning the Maine. This 
is obvious. 
Second, the wiser European 


nations recognize that the whole American 
people without regard to party would bit- 
terly resent any doctrine or movement- 
that would even seemingly interfere with 
the operation of the Monroo doctrine. 
They do not assent to that policy, but will 
steadily refuse to irritate the just and 
proper pride of the United States, and es- 
pecially will thoy be wary of ruffling race 
prido or coeroiatiho heartfelt inspirations 
of the nation. 


It has been before stated in this dispatch 


thitt the only action of European nations 
would be itt the proper time to tender thet* 
good offices ns peacemaker;), but the proper 
time for th'ia stop will bs aftor decisive 
hostilities and not under the present cir- 
cumstances. 


Vain Intervention. 


If hopes arc entertained in any quarter 


that mediation will ba proffered before 
that event, they had better for the sake of 
speedy peoco bo abandoned. Combined 
Europe attempted to avert the Greco- 
Turkish war. Since that time the concert 
of nations has warned the Turk to ovao- 
uato certain territory on the Grecian sitla 
of tha now strategic boundary. Turkey 
stlll holds this country. The powers were 
equally powerless to control the notion of 
Turkey during tbo Armenian episode. 
Unless this intervontion took tho form of 
armed force it would be useless, and con 
(litions are such as to make it extremely 
delicate to organize any movement that 
would not seriously endanger tho peace of 
Europe. 


In the Aj»orSoan-Sp&nlsb situation the 


powers only have a collateral and indirect 
interest. They would not bo so foolish as 
to interfere in such a matter, complicated 
as it is by such delicate phases of national 
life and character. Thiy have trouble 
enough of their own end are very busy 
watching one another. 


The Cuban situation may be tragic, but 


it does not come home to Germany, Rus- 
sia, France or Austria. Bald intervention 
would not carry results. 
There is there- 


fore no intention, immediate or ultimate, 
to interfere except under the circum- 
stances stated above. 


The best naval authorities of the world 


appear to agree that whipping the United 
States is a hopeless task for Spain. Spain's 
navy looks woll on paper, and it undeni- 
ably comprises some good ships, but it 
will ba dreadfully hampered by lack of 
coal, docks, repairing facilities and, above 
all, by lack of cssh. "The greatest advan- 
tage which tho United States will pos- 
sess," said an eminent naval officer, "is 
in men. I do not mean to underrate the 
courage or skill of tho Spanish officers and 
seamen, but they are not our equals in 
gunnery or management."

A Talk on Advertising.

An advertisement does not im- 


prove with age. To run the same ad 
month in and month out is a certain 
kind of ''persistent advertising." 
But persistence without variety 
loses much of its effectiveness. 


To listen for a day to the tales of woe 


that are poured into the ears of the offi- 
cers at the police station would make the 
average citizen a lite-long oynie. Few 
people realize how implicitly tho last 
year's phrase "Tell your troubles to a 
policeman" is followed. 


Evidences of prosperity among manu- 


facturers under the Dingley law come 
from ovary direction 
and 
practically 


every industry, but none of them more 
striking than those from the glass-manu- 
facturing districts, where increased activ- 
ity and increased wages are the rule. It 
is now announced that the United States 
will soon begin the exportation of plate- 
glass, which was almost exclusively im- 
ported until within a very short time, but 
now, 
under new methods, is so success- 


fully manufactured in this country as to 
make It probable that our own markets 
will be supplied and exports begun 
shortly. 


"Statesmen" who predicted an advance 


in prices of shoes as a result of the duty 
placed on hides Dy the Dingley law, are 
still anxiously but vainly looking for that 
advance. The Boot and Shoe Recorder, 
in last week's issue, speakm? of the enor- 
mous sales, which far exceed those of 
any preceding year, says: "When the 
jobbers came into the market they were 
surprised at the low prices at which they 
iound they could buy. It seems to be an 
unwritten la.'w that no advance should be 
;put on high-grade shoes." This fact, 
taken in conjunction with tne figures 
quoted some weeks since, which showed 
that on low-grade shoes there had been 
an actual reduction in prices, proves ab- 
solutely destructive ot the claim tnat the 
increased duty on .hides would advance 
the price of shoes. 


LET SPAIN STAND JFKO.H UNDER. 


Hope for peace is now practically gone 


unless Spain begins anew the negotiations 
with the United States and shows a dispo- 
sition to accept the President's terms. 
Congress will move on Monday to recog- 
nize the independence of Cuba. Spain's 
troops must leave Cuba. 
The United 


States war-ships are cleared for action. 
Now let Spain stand from under or suffer 
the consequences. The United States will 
not recede one iota from her righteous 
position. 


JOES THE PRESIDENT LEAD. 


The true tests of patriotism are not 


cheating aid imoatience. Senator Billy 
Mason and sundry similar politicians in 
Tvashingr'. a- i " -P- thous^t other- 
wiie, but they ere frequently found wrong. 
War will come 1.00,1 auou»h at the best, 
with all due deliberation. Tae more de- 
liberately it is entered upon, the better 
for the United States, whose military and 
naval readiness for war has increased 
With every hour's delay. 


Tbe patriotic course is to stand by the 


President. It requires moral courage of 
a high degree to maintain calmness in the 
midst of such hubbub as now surrounds 
the White House, but were the chief ex- 
ecutive to exhibit the characteristics of 
Billy Mason it would bode ill for the na- 
tion. A President who will not take ac- 
tion until the time is fully ripe for action 
ii in harmony with the best traditions of 
bis exalted station of leader of the Amer- 
ican people. Washington was too slow 
for the Continental Congress during the 
Revolution. It was well so, or the war 
would probably have resulted in the 
defeat of American arms. Lincoln was 
too glow for people who were inflamed 
with enthusiasm and deficient in practi- 
cal judgment. But Lincoln's policy freed 
the slaves and saved the union. Wash- 
ington and Lincoln are immortal namts, 
bit the Lilly Masons of their times are 
lorgotten. 


War ssems very likely unless \ Spain 


backs down. Let the President lead. He 
Will hai last enough. His leadership is 
safe. He is patriotic and level-heaaed. 
The leadership of the Billy Masons might 
please in France, but it is not approved by 
the more sober and conservative judg- 
ment of Americans. 


OPPOSED TO WOMEN VOTING. 


It is interesting to note that there is a 


state association off women opposed to 
woman suffrage in Massachusetts of some 
five thousand members. 
Some of the 


moat active and pronounced anti-suffra- 
gists are in this part of the state. One of 
these recently wrote a strong letter to the 
Boston Herald reviewing the action of the 
state legislature on the petition of the 
suffragists for the right to vote in munici- 
pal affairs and more particularly on the 
license question. Among other things she 
•ays: 


'•The refusal of the Massachusetts House 


of Representatives by a vote of 116 to faO, 
to aubstitute a license suffrage bill for the 
adverse report made by tne committee on 
election laws is the latest defeat which the 
suffragists have mot in the Massachusetts 
legislature of 1896. The committee on 
constitutional amendments rej-ortei leivo 
to withdraw on that petition. 
The elec- 
tion laws committee reported leave to 
withdraw on the petition for municipal 
and license suffrage, but tho House de- 
cided to debate the license suffrage peu- 
tion, with the outcome given above of a 
large negative vote. There can be no 
doubt that this result is partly owing 
to the success ot the 
movement for 
organization among tho women ooposi d 
to woman suffrage. 
Vho fact that the 
Massachusetts Aim-Suffrage association, 
although not yet three years old, has a 
membership of over 5500, representing 161 
Cities and towns; that it is an atsociauon 
representing all classes of eoalety and 
every section of the state, is a stubborn 
argument against grantiug the petitions 
of the 
suffragist*. 
The 
anti-suffrage 


Women are thoroughly in earnest. They 
mean to fight, and to allow neither legis- 
lators nor the public to remain ignorant 
of their views and of the reasons lor their 
sober disapproval of tho social and politi- 
cal change advocated by the suffragists."

IUGGLE FOR INDEPENDENCE. 
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The Basis of Credit. 


A man's past record, with but few ex- 


ceptions, should determine the question 
of his eligibility for credit in the future. 
If he has been slow pay in the past, he 
will probably be slow pay in his next pur- 
chases; if he has been prompt and satis- 
factory, he will likely he the same again. 
As an instance, I might mention a case 
which recently came under my notice.

HOW CHILDREN USE MONEY. 
Dr. George E. Dawson, of the Bible 


Normal College, has classified answers re- 
ceived from 1,307 pupils of the public 
schools of this city, given in response fo 
the question, "If you had $5, all your own, 
what would you do with it?" 


Of those who passed in answers 669 


were boys and 638 were girls, their ages 
ranging from five to sixteen. The answers 
are grouped under nine general heads: 
Forty-four per cent, would deposit the 
money in a bank, 13.8 per cent, would 
buy clothing, 2.2 per cent, would buy 
something to eat, 15.3 per cent, would buy 
toys and other means of amusement, 2.1 
per cent, would buy jewelry and finery, 
o-ioths of i per cent, would buy firearms, 
•1.7 per cent, would spend for travel, 14 
per cent, would spend for others and 6 
per cent, would buy books, etc. It is in- 
teresting to note the large per cent, who 
express a disposition to save. Dr. Daw- 
son attributes this largely to the sugges- 
tibility of the children; the results in this 
respect resemble those obtained in other 
fields of experiment. 
While the children 


do not realize the full significance of sav- 
ing, the idea has been engrafted upon 
their minds and is bound to have its in- 
fluence. The fact that this idea of saving 
has been thus forcibly impressed on the 
minds of so many is very significant and 
gives us a hint of the immense influence of 
public instruction. 


In noting the per cent, of those who 


would buy clothing it should be remem- 
bered that many of the children were in 
urgent need of something better to wear. 
Those who voted for something to eat 
were mostly under seven years of age. 
In the class who would prefer amuse- 
ments, the girls usually expressed a wish 
for dolis and doll carriages, while the 
boys mostly desired pigeons, rabbits, or 
other pets. In regard to travel, the fig- 
ures show that, as children grow olrfer, 
the desire to go out into the world in- 
creases rapidly, reaching its height at 
about the beginning of adolescence. 
The 


desire shown by the boys for firearms is 
an expression of the hunting instinct that 
awakens when they are ten or twelve. At 
that age boys like to get hold of books of 
hunting and adventure. The tendency to 
buy books increases steadily as the chil- 
dren grow older. This class numbers 
about twice as many girls as boys. The 
class who manifest a feeling of altruism 
also number more girls than boys, show- 
ing that the greater generosity of women 
is strikingly manifest even at an early age.

and Bru.mmel. At night they would dis- 
appear, and no one knew where they 
lodged. This went on for several years, 
until the dogs were as well known as any 
of the most approved swells about town. 
Finally one day Bummer appeared on 
'change alone, and whining pitcously he 
pulled the coat tail of a man who had 


known in those days as Russian Exten- 
sion stock went off at a premium of 60 
per cent. In 1865 the line between New 
Westminster and the Yukon River was 
surveyed, found to be practicable, and 
traversed completely the Klondike region. 


The line was expected to be finished in 


1867. 
Even the tariff for messages was 


fixed at £5 ($25) per message. The re- 
ceipts were estimated to yield about $9,- 
000,000 per annum. The line was actually 
constructed from New Westminster along 
the present route of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway to Ashcroft, where it was con- 
tinued north toward Bering Sea to Fort 
Stager, three or four hundred miles be- 
yond Quesnellc. This line is at this pres- 
ent moment in operation in a portion of 
the Cariboo country. 


Then, in the midst of the whole busi- 


ness, after three years of hard work, came 
like a thunderclap the news that the At- 
lantic cable was a success. Three million 
dollars had been expended; yet the next 
day Russian Extension stock was not 
worth the printer's ink on its surface.

of poor Brummel. and in solemn proces- 
sion the brokers, followed by Bummer, 
proceeded to Lone Mountain Cemetery, 
where the interment took place. On the 
following morning the care taker of the 
cemetery found the dead body of Bum- 
mer lying on the grave of his _ faithful 
comrade.

ors by the members of the exchange."

went to Hartford the following year, at- 
tended the assembly, and then demanded 
the charter. 
After it was produced and 


laid upon the table the lights were sud- 
denly extinguished, and

Wadsworth seized the precious roll of 
parchment and hid it in the Charter Oak. 


The charter is about 6 feet long by 2 


feet wide, and is framed with handsomely 
carved oak from the tree that safely har- 
bored it during that crisis. 
The charter 


hangs in the capitol at Hartford, and 
while an object of great historical inter- 
est, is no less a curiosity than the picture 
of the old tree and its wonderful faces.

BACIM WITH ITRE. 


The train was crossing a vsst prairie. 


The single line of rails ran as straight a* 
L it had been drawn with a ruler from 
one horizon to the other. On each side the 
coarse grass, green with tho tint of spring, 
waved I roast high. There was no sound 
except the monotonous bent of the wheels 
as they passed from one rail to the next 
and tho steady swish of the grass as it bent 
Vefore the rushing wind of the train. 


I was sitting on the platform of the ob- 


lervation car with half a dozen other pas- 
sengers. The conversation fell upon prairie 
fires, and each man had his say. 


"It wns along in 1874 when this road 


was building and I was one of the engi- 
neer's assistants," spoke up a grizzled, 
hard featured man who had taken but lit- 
tlo part i& the conversation. "We began 
at the western end, down by Bucephalus, 
and we had laid out about 40 miles of 
track in a straight line right across the 
prairio, and had got to within, say, ten 
miles from where we are at this identical 
minute. It was an easy job, for we just 
laid the sleepers down on the ground and 
spiked the rails to them, calculating to 
bnllast the track when we got good and 
ready. I had a big gong of Irishmen un- 
der me, and we used to average a mile a 
day of track laying. One July we bad a 
Gtrike among the laborers, and all hands 
quit work. I was down at Bucephalus at 
the time, and the chief engineer asked me 
to take a locomotive over the line and see 
if the strikers had done any damage before 
they left us. 


"I started out in the morning with no- 


body except the engineer in charge of the 
locomotive, I agreeing to take turns with 
him in shoveling ooal and watching the 
engine. We came along slow and easy, foi 
tbAtraek was too rough for any fast run- 
ning, wd about noon we got to where it 
ended. There were no signs that the strik- 
ers had meddled with the track, and as 
it was a pretty hot day Sam and I, after 
we had had our lunch, lay down alongside 
of the engine in the shade of the cab and 
took a nap. 


"I woke up a little before 2 o'clock, and 


as I was filling a pipe and making up my 
mind to wake Sam and to start for home 
a big wolf bolted out from the high grass 
and rnn across the track not two yards 
from us. Bis tail was between his legs 
and the foam was dripping from 
his 


mouth, and he was mnklng about as good 
time as any wolf ever Blade before or fsince. 
He never so much as looked at me, and 
when he had vanished I called Sam and 
told him I had seen a mad wolf. While I 
was speaking about a dozen prairie doga 
rushed past us, and then there oame an- 
other wolf and a couple of hares. All of 
them were doing their level best, and they 
paid no more attention to us than if we 
had been a couple of corpses. 
" 'What on earth is the meaning of this 


oirousf says I. 'Are those animals just 
racing for the championship, or is there 
somebody after them?' 


"Sam didn't answer, but I saw that he 


looked scared. He sprang up, and climb- 
ing on his engine looked over the prairie 
to the eastward. Then he sang out to me 
to get into the cab quicker than lightning 
and started to open the draft and set the 
fires blazing. 


'• 'VThnt is it?' I began to ask as I 


clijcbed into the cab. But I didn't need 
to flnish my question. I could see for my- 
self what was the matter. 
The whole 


prairie east of us, as far as I could see, was 
in a blaze, ond as there had been a strong 
east wind all day. and the fire wasn't more 
than three or four miles away, I calculat- 
ed it would be down on us in a very few 
minutes. 
" 'Hadn'twe better start afire and burn 


some of this graps off before the fire gets 
here?' I asted Snm. You see, I had read 
about that way of stopping a prairie fire, 
aad knowing that Sam had been born and 
bred on thft.prairio I calculated he would 
know all r-boi'it it. 
" 'Better start hell!' says Sam. 'Can't 


yon soo that the wind has all gone down 
here, though it's blowing a gale where tho 
fire is? Hold on now, for I'm going to 
open her out, and we're going to do some 
tall running.' 


"With that ho pulled open tho throttle, 


and the enpina started with fi big jump, 
us if site had just seen the fire and \vos 
baoly scared. V.'o wont down tho track 
fo about a mile at a pretty good gait, and 
Chen we had to stop while Sam tightened 
a nut in tho connecting rod. 


"'Bo you mean to run away from tho 


fire?' I asked. 
" 'I calculate to try It,' said Sam, 'sinco 


it's our only chance, but I don't much bo- 
licvo that we can run as fast on this track 
ag the fire can. That fire is coming on at 
tho rate of SO miles an hour, and whether 
this engine will koep on tho rail at any 
such rate as that I have my doubts. Hello I 
Here come the snakes.' 


"Well, wo started on again, running 


over snakes by tho dozen. Wo had lost 
only about two or three minutes by stop- 
ping, but tho fire seemed to havo gained 
on us about half the distance that it had 
been when wo first saw it, nnd wo woio 
near enough now to hear tho crackling 
and tho roaring of the flames. I save the 
firo strike a big tree, nud if you'll believa 
it tlinl, tree burst ns if it had been filled 
with punpAvckr and vanished clean out 
of si^lit in less than a minuto after the 
loaves bogan to frizzle. 
Tho wind was 


drawing toward tho lire, but wo could see 
by tho way iho (lamps octad that a high 
east wind wtm bringing the fire down on 
us at an awful rate. The flames would 
shoot up CO or -30 feet into thn nir and 
wnvo just us If they were hurrahing at the 
prospect of catching us. 


"Our engine wns doing at least35 miles 


nn hour, and was swinging from side to 
side and humping over the joints—for we 
didn't hnvo liny fishplates ill those days— 
na if she wt,s bonrid to jump the track. We 
hud outrun the snrko procession, and the 
inly live- thing wo could sen was a coyote 
!?lio wus loping down tho track 00 yards 
I head of us without to much <is turning 
his hcud to sie what was after him. 
" 'How long will the trunk stand this 


sort of thing?' says Pto Sum as he finished. 
shoveling fresh cocil into the fire. 
" 'Don't know,' says ho. 'It'g 18 


miles from hero to tho Waobusects river, 
and if we can get across the bridge ahend 
of the fire there in a fair ehunoo that it 
won't oros«. I don't much believa that wa 


win reton the bridge, but if we don't it 
won't be because I don't drivti this yor en- 
gine for all she's worth. 
V\o're dead mon 


If sho jucjps tho truck, »nd we're; dead 
men if wo stop short of the river, so we 
might as well let her go nnd take our 


' thunces.' 


] 
"Sam hung on to tho lover and I hung 


I on to the udge of tho cab window. Neither 


of us could have kopt our feet without 
banging on to something. I am free to 
say that first along I was pretty badly 
scared, but when tho engine didn't leave 
the track for all her slowings a ad jump- 
Ings I began to think she would carry us 
through.

Into Beccptloni Procured. 


The White House has a black list It la 


•n interesting souvenir of this year's re- 
ceptions. It goei to prove that there an 
persona who own fine clothes and who are 
not to thin skinned as to remain away 
from places to whioh they aro not invited. 
The invitations given this year to the 
White House receptions were prepared with 
unusual care. Lists ot the invited were 
Jstpt, and cards were issued to individuals 
by name. The heretofore indefinite and 
indiscriminate "and ladies" was not era- 
ployed. That there might be no misun- 
derstandings the secretary to tho presi- 
dent, Mr. Porter, and the gentleman asso- 
ciated with him in tbe management of de- 
tails let it be known through the newspa- 
pers that stops would be taken to detect 
any who came without invitations. 
But 


the method to be employed was not ex- 
plained. 


The trap was set, and it did its duty. At 


one reception 318 persons who had nob 
been invited caine to tho White House and 
participated. At another affair the num- 
ber of uninvited present was 150. Tho 
manner in which the intruders were de- 
tected is interesting. 
As usual, each 


guest on advancing to the entrance of tha 
receiving room was told by an official to 
"give your name to the officers, who will 
present you." The name of each guest 
was called out twice, £rst brtha officer in- 
troducing to the president and again by 
the officer who made tho presentation to 
Mrs. MoKJnley. 
The announcing was 


done with distinctness. But this year an 
attache of tho White House stood in a se- 
cluded nook and took down every name 
that was iallod out. Comparison with tha 
roster of tne invited was made subsequent- 
ly, and in this way the names of tha unin- 
vited were singled out, and the black list 
was created. 


This was not all. Doorkeepers from the 


senate and house wero present to add thoi? 
knowledge of faces to that of the Whita 
House ushers. Alphabetical lists of the in- 
vited were in the possession of tho officials. 
When there was a doubt about any one, 
tbe lists were consulted. Some of tho un- 
invited were asked for their addresses. 
Subsequently letters were addressed to sev- 
eral of those who had corae without invi- 
tations asking explanation a of tbe breach. 
Most of the letters were ignored. Several 
replied, laying the blame on congressmen 
from whom they claimed to have received 
.verbal invitations. Half a £ozea deporfc- 
'ment people were caught, and their cases 
were referred to superior officials.—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 


Varieties of Grasshopper*. 


One of the very interesting gifts receiv- 


ed recently by the Academy of Natural 
Sciences is Philadelphia ia modestly re- 
corded as "45 species and 108 specimens of 
grasshoppers of eastern Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey, collected by tbeFeldrnan Col- 
lecting social." This collection embraces 
about one-third the species within the 
boundaries named. 
There is probably 


nothing new to the Academy of Natural 
Sciences in this lot, but it is valuable nev- 
ertheless, for it teaches the uninitiated at 
a glance, among other things, that there 
is much more embraced in the genus 
grasshopper than ho before imagined. Ha 
will discover, for instance, that conspicu- 
ous among the tribe is the universally de- 
tested cockroach, the terror of all careful 
housekeepers. If the person be a New 
Yorker, he will quickly identify among 


The airTtoo," -**he cockroaches a little brown bug, which, 


he has perhaps hitherto only known as thil 
Croton bug, an insect which suddenly 
made its appearance in vast numbers a 
few years ago in the Croton water furnish- 
ed for drinking and domestic purposes. 


Among the grasshoppers also are tha 


crickets and katydids, and hero again one 
learns with surprise that the beautiful 
green, long winged creatures which are 
generally credited with accusing each oth- 
er in the dusk of the evening of having 
done something or other are not guilty. 
The culprit ia in the collection, however, 
and it is also grer^. but not of that deli- 
cate shads which * possessed by the one 
BO long accused. It is, moreover, a sullen 
looking creature, with rounded head and 
brownish lega, just the sort of an insect 
that one would imagine would take de- 
light in indulging in recriminations.— 
Philadelphia Ledger.

Winchester can proudly claim to ho the 


birthplace of English literature, as Alfred 
was its founder. It was for the people 
that .Alfrod wrote, and it was tho language 
of tho people that he used, and it is to bijn 
that wo owe that; unique possession, tbo 
English chronicle, tho history of the race 
from tho earliest times. 
Tho early part of 


the chronicle was probably compiled by 
tho king, with tho holp of the .brethren of 
St. Swithun, and copies were sent to the 
monks at Christehuroh, Canterbury and 
to tho Scriptorium at Peterborough, and 
there the racord was continued, banding 
down tho English language through the 
troubled times of the Norman conquest, 
till 1154, when it closes abruptly in the 
middle of«a sentence.

Reports from the surrounding country 


IV '3 sugar bashes say that the maple 
a J<;ar season is nearly over, and that the 
c-op has been rather small. Local mer- 
c . nts had come to the conclusion, how- 
ever, tnat the season hadn't yet begun, as 
very little of the new crop has come in 
yet. There is considerable old sugar on 
ohc marketuoder the gnise of this season's 
article, and of course some new sugar. 
But the merchants have been noxiously 
inquiring where the season is this year, 
anyway. 


Prices are fairly low for a small crop. 


Syrup isfiomjlfo? the best to 80 cents 
lor the cheaper grade. Sugar is practi- 
cally the same as last year. The facts 
aeem to be that the sugar makers are 
I''.iding their products forarieein price, 
and that the new goods will not be in to 
an; large extent till prices are advanced 
lo what the makers think reasonable for 
i unall crop. Contrary to general opin- 
ion, good sugar weather has been scarce 
bhis year. There were a few good sugar 
'iays last month,.but for the most part 
there has not been enough change in 
Temperature between night and day for a 
good flow of sap.

On Sunday, 
July 21,1895, four young men of this city, 
Edward Rogv*, Jerry Trudeau, Edward 
Ohaput and Oliver Daudelln, drove from 
here to Pownal. /0n the return, their 
team was struck^y a Fitchburg engine at 
the Pownal crossing, they were killed, 
three instantly. 
Both sides in the case had elaborate maps 
of the crossings <=t the place, and many 
witnesses were beard. Many from this 
city, Williamstowii and Pownal were 
present at the trial. The suit was tor 
$10,000.
